My minimum order is now $3.00 since after increased 
packaging and mailing costs are deducted there can be 
little profit realized on an order for less. 


Please do not split a listing. If a glad item is listed 
as 5 for 25c do not order 1 for 5c. 


Orders for $3.00 and over will be sent prepaid. 
Cash should accompany orders. Early orders will be 
acknowledged, but will not be shipped until above-freez- 
ing weather prevails. 


All orders will be filled by myself so that you may 
be assured of being taken care of by one familiar with 
the wishes of the hobbyist and showman. This means 
you will receive good clean bulbs guaranteed true to 
name. Gladiolus bulbs will come to you treated with 
DDT dust and Spergon dust—your protection against 
thrips and disease. Your bulbs will be all ready to plant. 


If you are not satisfied with your bulbs voice your 
complaint at once, and I will correct whatever may be 
wrong. Once you have planted them, however, I cannot 
be responsible for the outcome. 


My stock has undergone both field and storage in- 
spections, and will come to you under an inspection cer- 
tificate of the Illinois Department of Agriculture. 


Orders are accepted subject to prior sale. JI will nat 
substitute one variety for another unless you indicate 
this is satisfactory to you. I would appreciate, how- 
ever, if you would state whether a different size of glad 
bulb is acceptable to you in the event I am out of the 
size you order. 


Extras and overcounts will be included in all orders, 
the amount of such gratuities being in proportion to the 
size of orders. They will compare favorably with com- 
plicated discount inducements offered by some cata- 
logers. 


Ten bulbs will be sold at 8 times the single rate.

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Small Talk 


Miniature and small type glads continue to gain pop- 
ularity. I know this not only from observing the trend 
at the shows but also from the increase in orders I am 
receiving each year. I sincerely thank my customers for 
this support. 


Last summer I traveled further afield to participate 
in shows of neighborhing states and spread the gospel 
of the little ones. To do this best I employed the able 
assistance of Mrs. Raymond Rohde of Maywood, Illinois, 
judge, lecturer, and teacher of the art of flower ar- 
ranging. 


We concentrated our efforts on commercial displays 
in which we demonstrated the splendid adaptibility of 
‘small glads to use in the home for the benefit and en- 
joyment of the living, not the dead. We made such dis- 
plays at the Indiana State Show in Wabash, the Illinois 
Gladiolus Society show at Chicago, and the Central In- 
ternational Show at East Lansing, Michigan. I am proud 
to state that we received a first place award for com- 
mercial display of 100 square feet at all three of these 
shows, and more important than this even was the fav- 
orable comments we received from the public. 


I did manage to get a few spikes in competition in 
some of the shows, too; in fact one show I attended at 
‘Purdue University in Lafayette, Indiana was strictly a 
specimen show for seedlings and recent introductions. 
‘My entries, composed for the most part of miniature and 
small type recent introductions and my seedlings of 
same, netted me show sweepstakes and the Indiana sil- 
‘ver medal. My ruffled chartreuse seedling of Pelletier 
D’Oisy, scheduled for introduction in ’53, was best 3- 
‘spike 100/200 size seedling and the talk of the show. 


At the Central International show in East Lansing 
‘anether of my seedlings, which I have named Zig Zag 
(also to be released in ’53), was judged not only the 
best 100/200 size seedling but the best small type glad 
in the entire show. 


And finally, at Chicago my entry of a spike of Little 
Pal received the award of Best Commercial spike in the 
show and was reserve grand champion. (This is the 
spike appearing on the front cover.) This is indeed quite 
a feat for a small glad, and certainly it is ample proof 
that little glads can hold their own on the show table 
once more. ] 1 


There is now quite a scramble amongst hybridizers 
to bring out new varieties of small glads to meet the 
soaring demand. I grew many of these hopefuls on trial 
last summer for originators in various parts of North 
America. I am listing two of these which appeared to 
be worthy of a place in the line-up of ’52 introductions. 


I also test-grew all the 1951 introductions of smal? 
ones, but am adding very few to my ’52 listing since 
‘most proved to be over-size or gave inconclusive per- 
formance. 


I continued my search for worth while old varieties 
the past season, testing possibilities from Australia, New 
Zealand, and Canada as well as domestic varieties. I 
found little to reward my efforts, which leads me to con- 
clude that we have rediscovered about all there is of

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1952 Introductions of Small Glads 


CLAUCARCY (Maynard ’52) — 240 M* 


Here’s one with plenty of buds and a lot of stretch. 
I had flowers last summer with 7 open and 7 showing 
color on spikes of 19 buds. Florets are light pink with 
cream throat, plain petaled, 3 to 3% inches in diameter, 
They are widely spaced but quite regular and orderly. 
Has scored in the 80’s at East Lansing, Mich., trial 
ground past two years and won award of commendation 
at Central International Show in ’51. :

PARMA VIOLET (Vawter ’52) — 279 M 


Here, indeed, is a new variety that will ‘prove an 
asset to a sparcely represented color class. (We 
have only Blue Lily & Magic.) Moreover, Parma 
Violet will top these older representatives in sta- 
ture and number of florets open, as 6 to 8 open on 
spikes of 17 and 18 buds is its capability. Color is 
medium blue with a conspicuous deeper blue blotch 
that is set off by a neat border of white. Facing 
and placement good with never a crook. And here’s 
another virtue you’d probably not expect in a “blue”: 
bulbs are healthy and produce large bulblets that 
grow well. 

I am indeed pleased to have the opportunity to be 
the only cataloger to assist the originator, Mrs. Vaw- 


ter, in introducing this fine little blue at the excep- —

With its ability to open 7 to 9 florets on well pro-~ 
portioned spikes of 17 to 19 buds, Aria has gained 
a formidable show rectrd already. Certainly it:is 
one of the strongest members of the tough pink 
class. The dainty fiorets have pleasing cream 
throats.

ATOM (Hedgecock ’46) — 236 E 
A fiery scariet with white edges. A larger, improved 
Kewpie with 4 to 5 open on 15 bud spike.

BABS (Pruitt ’45) — 210 E 
A ruffled light yeitow with greenish cast in bud. 
Four to 5 open. A favorite with the ladies.

' BASHFUL (Kuhn 742) — 190M 


Though quite short headed this novelty is so un- 
usual that it attracts attention on all its rare ap- 
pearances. Stock is very scarce. The miniature 
florets are lavender with deep purple blotch on a 
yellow throat.

BETTY BLONDE (Deming ’51) — 200 M 

Betty Blonde is a white sport of the well known 
Betty Coed. It is like the Coed in form of floret 
and spike and in good growing and propagating hab- 
its—like it in every respect, in facet, except color, 
which is a pleasing clean white. Betty Blonde will 
do a lot of winning in the white class, and for ar- 
rangements its dainty prim florets are most appro- 
priate.

BETTY BLUSHEHS (Deming ’51) — 240 M 

Betty Blushes is another sport, or possibly a color 
selection, of Betty Coed. At any rate it has varied 
from the prototype in the opposite direction of Betty 
Bionde, being a good deep pink as contrasted to the 
elusive shell pink of the Coed. Blushes also is a 
sturdy grower and propagator.

BETTY COED (Briggs ’34) — 240 E 
Delicate shell pink with da.nty cream throat. 
Florets slightly hooded. Spikes open 4 and 5; never 
a crook. Very prolific.

BLACK JACK (Brown) — 254 M 
~ One of the two black reds in small glads. Color is 
good. Four to 5 will open on wiry stems. Excellent 
for exotic arrangements, and very rare.

BLUE LILY (Kunderd ’21) 277 E 
Just about as close to blue as we have in glads. Also 
has interesting touch of yellow in throat. Good hab- 
its, including sound bulbs and good bulblet product- 
ion which is not common in blues. This is rare, too.

BLUET (Brown ’3%7) — 266 E 
Grayish lavendar—almost a smoky. Very odd.

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BRAZILIAN BUTTERFLY — 267 M 

This is a rare old novelty unlikely to be found in 
any other catalog. Color is light lavender with a 
striking purple blotch based on a yellow throat, a 
bizzare combination, indeed. Flower heads are short, 
seldom exceeding 12 buds, and 3 open is about its 
limit, but oddity of florets makes this variety one 
that is much sought after. Slow propagation forces. 
a stiff price.

BO-PEEP (Butt ’48) — 240 E 

A dainty salmon pink with cream throat that is 
stippled pink. Heavily ruffled florets, 4 to 5 of 
which open at a time, are of exceptional heavy sub- 
stance for a small glad. Bo-Peep does a lot of win- 
ning in the tough pink class, and she has several 
‘Most Ruffled Floret” honors to her credit.

BROWN ORCHID (VanVoorhis ’40) — 290 L 

Although this variety usually goes over the size 
limits of small glads it does have certain over-all 
characteristics and appearances of the small type. 
At any rate, it is a most unusual thing—a sort of 
smoky chocolate brown with odd yellow mid ribs 
on a darker brown throat. It opens 5 and shows 5% 
in color on 17 bud spikes that are tall, vigorous and 
stretchy.

CARA MIA (Miller ’21) — 241 M 
Attractive rose pink, different than color of other 
small pinks. Rose marks in throat. Tall spikes, $ 
and 4 open with good placement.

CELESTINA (Vasaturo ’49) — 206 BE 
Nicely ruffled cream opening 5 and 6 on compact 
spike of 15 buds. 
L. 25c; M. 15c 


_CONCERTINO (Vasaturo ’49) — 261 E 
Deep pink with rose cast. Cream throat with red 
feathers. Slightly ruffled. Four to 5 open. 
L. 20c; M. 2-25c 


COPERNICUS (Bijvoet ’27) — 224 E 
One of the few small glads to originate in Europe. 
It is a prim type having very pretty deep orange 
florets enhanced by deeper orange flecking. Opens 
3 on straight, rigid spikes.

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CORAL BELLS (Clark ’30) — 186 M 

This glad has one of the smallest florets of any 
variety. It will open 4-5 coral blooms spaced far 
apart on stems that sometimes crook, which makes 
it nice for arranging, if not for show. This won 
smallest floret in show in 1950 at Chicago, Madi- 
son and LeRoy, and in 1951 at Chicago.

CRINKLES (Kunderd 716) — 262 L 
Here’s a persistent winner of ribbons, often tak- 
ing best in section. Deep rose florets slightly ruf- 
fled on sturdy spikes. An old variety but still hard 
too beat in its class, and stock very scarce as it 
propagates slowly. Listed by only 2 or 3 catalogers 
in the country.

CRINKLETTE (Butt ’41) — 224 E 
One of the most beautiful of all the small glads. 
A dainty spike of 12 buds, with 3 or 4 open. Clean 
orange color with pleasing throat mark. Florets 
Slightly ruffled. Excellent for breeding.

DOLORES (Vasaturo ’43) — 240 E 
Light pink with large white throat. Clean and neat. 
Three and 4 open on straight spikes.

DON PEDRO — 217 M 
This is an old one I was fortunate in relocating. 
It’s a striking blotched variety — red on buff — 
and consequently a valuable addition to the weak 
buff class. The well built spikes carry 4 to 5 open 
D. P. elicites favorable comment, and wins ribbons, 
wherever shown. Poor propagating habits make this 
worthy flower very rare. Act quickly if you wish 
lo share a part of my small bulb stock.

DRAGONETTE (Kaylor ’38) — 243 L 
This is a variety deserving more attention. Straight, 
sturdy little spikes of 18 buds give forth with 4 and 
5 open florets that are basically pink but have ex- 
ceptional'ly larve yellow throats. You will like this 
different variety.

DRIVEN SNOW (Troyer ’51) — 200 M 
This is the first inbred gladiolus offered to the 
public, a product of the inbred hybrid technique 
that has revolutionized the breeding methods of 
corn, tomatoes, and other plants. Driven Snow is 
a small facsimile of White Christmas, being nicely 
ruffled, tall, and healthy. Six to 8 of the white 
florets open on long flowerheads in open, airy place- 
ment. Driven Snow will give our present whites 
plenty of competition.

ELDA (Vasaturo ’43) — 220 M 
A pure golden yellow; not a mark on it; really neat 
and clean. Opens 4 to 6 on 16 bud spike.

ELF (Diener ’21) — 222 M 
An old variety that should be grown more. It’s 
very well behaved: sturdy little spikes have 4 and 
5 open. Deep salmon-orange florets have pleasing 
vel'ow throats.

FAIRY (Kuhn ’46) — 266 M as 
Here is a fine little glad in a color class not too 
thickly populated. It’s delicate lavender, holding 
5 and 6 open on a w?!! built spike of 14 to 16 buds.

One of the best in the cream class, and different, 
as petals are pointed and slightly laciniated. Four 
to 5 open and no crooks. Very prolific.

PALLING LEAVES — 280 L 
This rare variety has smoky salmon florets with a 
touch of red in the throat and on the lip. Four 
open with 4 to 5 in color on 15-bud spikes is its 
usual attainment. A sure winner in the very thinly 
populated smoky class.

FILIGREE (Kuhn 745) — 216 M 
Pinkish buff opening 4 to 6 slightly ruffled and 
laciniated florets on husky spikes. Most consistant 
winner in its class.

FIMBRIATUS — 206 E 
This is another rarity of exceedingly odd floret. 
formation. Florets are cream and have long, la- 
ciniated and pointed petals. Fimbriatus is much 
like Fairy Fancy, only a slightly larger edition. 
Fifteen-bud spikes show 4 or 5 open. A _ good! 
propagator and a variety that will be more in 
evidence henceforth.

FLICKER, (Rerhn 746) — 29) M 
Light orange with a snappy red throat mark. Al 
standout in the garden or show. Opens 5 to 6 on 
a sturdy spike of 15 to 16 buds.

FLOWER, Giri. (Pewling 747) —- 280 BK 
A pleasing clean white with greenish yellow throat. 
Four plain petaled florets open on 15 bud spike.

FLUFFY RUFFLES (Brown ’26) — 206 E 
A dependable cream of long ago that is still pop- 
ular. Three to 4 laciniated florets out at a time.

Withheid for propagation. 

GILT EDGE (Kuhn ’42) — 250 M 
Red with distinct picotee edge. Bright and flashy. 
If you gals want curves (in your arrangements, 
that is) this is one for you, as it crooks.

G. dracocephalus (Species) — 190 M 


This one can be blamed on Mother Nature. Not - 


exactly a freak of same, but certainly an oddity 
that will attract more than its share of attention. 
Florets are dark gren with yellow green throats 
and are almost tubular, being barely an inch across. 
Easy to win smallest floret in show with this, and 
highly useful in fabricating exotic arrangements. 
In very few lists, not because it’s unworthy but 
because of slow propagation.

GNOME (Stancer ’45) — 210 E 
An early light yellow of vigorous growing habits. 
Opens 3 to 4 prim type florets.

WYLAS ‘Brown °28) — 270 E 
A fine and dependable performer in the purple 


class. Wins consistently. Get this one for early — 


bloom and Taurus for late.

INZA (Brown) ’26) — 267 M 

A very tall lavender with a deep rose blotch. Five 

to 6 open on 17 bud spike that’s always straight. —

Miniature orange and yellow bi-color, the yellow 
being in the throat. Early and distinct. A good 
prospect for “Smallest Floret” honors.

JINGLES (Lins ’4¢) — 230 M 
Here is a little glad that looked so good to me that 
I purchased half the stock from the originator. Five 
to 7 of its charming pinkish salmon florets wilh 
open at one time on sturdy spikes of 15-17 buds. 
Still a recent introduction, Jingles has received 
‘universal acceptance of all true small-glad fans. 
It already has a great show record. At the Indi- 
ana state show in Wabash last summer it was best 
Recent Introduction 2O00-size and best 8-spike 200- 
size in show. Jingles’ clean, harmonizing color and 
its ruffled, needle-pointed florets endear it to the 
ladies for use in arrangements, too. For show or 
arrangements Jingles rings the bell.

KEWPIE (Brown 730) — 150 M 
A dainty little thing. Never more than 8 open, 
but it always attracts attention with its tiny re@ 
florets bordered with cream. Often takes ‘‘Small-~ 
est Floret in Show” honors.

LA ARGENTINA (Clark ’28) — 222 M 
Bright orange with a deep red blotch that lends 
zip. A flashy number that catches the eye.

LADY BUG (Stancer ’45) — 150 M 
A dainty thing of reddish salmon with a large 
white throat. Opens 4 to 5 on 14 bud spike, which. 
is good performance for a miniature.

Queen of the Indiana State Glad show, Martha 
Ross, of Wabash, presents silver medal of the 
Indiana Society to Summit Gardens’ proprietor for 
his first place commercial display of miniature 
and small type glads. 
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LITTLE BRIDE (Vasaturo ’50) — 200 HE 
A creamy white of 15 buds, 4 open, and 6 in color. 
Primulinus type florets. Very prolific. 
L. 25ce; M. 15ce; S. 10c 


LITTLE EGYPT (Brown) — 153 E 

Little Egypt is my most exciting find from among 
the forgotten littie glads of yesteryear. Why it 
should have become nearly extinct is inexplicable, 
for certainly everywhere I show it it wins ribbons 
and meets with enthusiasttic reception from both 
showmen and women looking for something differ- 
en. in the way of arranzement material. Little Egypt 
is light red with a distinct dark red, almost black 
red blotch which sets off the prim type florets like 
a bull’s eye. Spikes are not long, but neither are 
they stubby. Three florets open at a time, and 
they will captivate even the most apathetic ob- 
server. Sorry I cannot offer Little Egypt at a lower 
price, but its scarcity leaves no alternative.

LITTLE GIANT (Whitby 48) — 232 EH 

A fine introduction from Canada that’s catching 
on in the states. Odd laciniated and pointed petals 
are orange buff suffused on a greenish yellow 
background. This doesn’t add up to deep salmon, 
as classified, for to me over-all effect is buff. But 
no matter, Little Giant is a fine little glad that you 
will like. It opens 3 or 4 florets on 15 bud spikes. 
L. 2-25c; M. 3-25e; S. 5-25¢ 


LITTLE GOLD (Fischer ’50) — 212 M 
Deep golden yellow, rich, clean, and warm. Slightly 
ruffled florets are without extraneous markings; 3 
are open at a time on 15 bud spikes. A fine new 
variety with color appeal no one can resist. Ideal 
for arrangements, 
L. 25; M. 2-25e; S. 4-25¢ 


LITTLE JEWEL (Vasaturo ’50) — 240 K 
A fine new addition to the pink class, and one that 
has the stuff to win even in this tough league, 
Little Jewel opens 4 and 5 ruffled florets which 
have large cream throats. Spikes are sturdy and 
carry 15 buds. 
L. 25¢ 


LITTLE PAL (Van Voorhis ’43) — 260 M 

Light pinkish rose with deep rose throat plume. 
Four to 6 open, alwavs straicht and dependable. I 
have always been able to win ribbons with Little 
Pal, but this vear it clicked for me better than 
ever. At Wabash, Indiana it was best 3-spike 200- 
size entry in the Commercial Division, and at Chi- 
eaco it nerformed the unheard of feat of capturing 
“Best Commercial Spike” in show. It is really 
something when a small type glad will win over 
the bigger ones, esnecially in the Commercial Di- 
vision, but Little Pal had the stuff to do it. This 
snike is the one illustrated on the front cover of my 
catalog.

LITTT.E PEACOCK (Sisson ’50) — 211 M 
Another good seedling of Crinklette and a sister 
seedling of Sisson’s older and better known Smilette. 
Little Peacock is cream to light yellow with a large 
rose blotch. It opens 5 or 6 three inch ruffled 
florets on 15 bud spikes.

LITTLE QUEEN (Vasaturo ’51) — 240 E 
Upper part of florets medium pink with lower por-

Medium pink with a large white throat. Nicely 
ruffled. Five open and five in color on 14 to 15 
bud spike. A worthy contender in a tough color 
class. Was best small type Recent Introduction at 
Purdue in ’51.

This is an older variety I have been trying to build 

_ up stock on so I could offer it to those wanting to 
try something different. I would not claim beauty 
to be an attribute of Little Toots, but at least she 
has a look that attracts one’s attention.

When you 
first look at Little Toots you are reminded of a 
little girl who has surreptitiously misappropriated 
and mis-applied her mother’s lipstick. Three to 4 
garish florets open at a time on spikes of 15 to 16 
buds.

One of the oddest of all glads. Highly prized by the 
ladies for arrangements. Angular florets are yele 
low-green with large light red tips. Five to 7 will 
open at once on 17 to 18 bud spikes. Stem some- 
times short and will crook in extreme heat. A 
rare item, and my stock is small,

“LOVELINESS (Koerner ’42) — 140 M 
A dainty pale pink miniature with pointed petals. 
Odd, yet dainty, and very adaptable to arrange- 
ment work. Often wins “Smallest Floret” honors.

“LOVELY MARY (Troyer ’50) — 232 M 
A worthy and welcome addition to the salmon 
group which is not overly populated. The deep 
galmon florets blend into deep yellow in throat.

Even big bulbs are 
generous with bulblets.

ORANGE BUTTERFLY (Salbach ’27) — 222 L 
Here is one that likes to open them up. Eight to 10 
open at once is easy for O.B., and it will do even 
better than this occasionally. Florets are medium 
orange with red lines on deep yellow lip. They are 
spaced well apart.

Opens only 3 on 14-bud spikes, but florets are of 
the finest clearest yellow to be seen in any glad, 
No marks on them, though there is a deepening of 
yellow in the throat. Excellent growing habits of 
this variety are further recommendations, and I also 
found that it takes pollen and sets seed very well.

Very tall and stretchy and one of the strongest 
contenders in the pink class. Will open 6 medium 
pink florets with white lips and rose _ stippled 
throats.

PELLETIER D’OISY (Lemoine) — 290 M 
Here is one of the strangest of all glads — a sure 
winner in the A.O.C. class, and an “Oh” and “Ah” 
getter if there ever was one. The women call it 
chartreuse, which is to say it is yellow-green with 
orange edging amd stippling. Nothing like it in any 
other glad. Stock is very scarce. Those who order 
late will be disappointed as demand exceeds my sup- 
ply of saleable bulbs every year.

This one is of slight build, dainty and fetching. 
Four to 5 light pink florets composed of pointed, 
laciniated and slightly ruffled petals will open om 
spikes of 15 to 16 buds.

PERKY (Hubler ’42) — 236 M 
This is a favorite of mine and a consistent ribbon 
winner.

There 
is some marbling in the scarlet florets, 5 to 7 of 
which will open on tall willowy spikes.

Another fine ruffled creation of Butt, which like 
his Bo-Peep and Twinkles gets its crinkling and 
substance from his older Crinklette.

PINK RIBBON (Spencer ’42) — 240 E 
One of the leading ribbon winners in the small 
pinks. Spikes are tall and stretchy, holding 4 to 6 
open florets. These are light pink with deep pink 
stippling on a cream throat.

PINOCCHIO (Evans ’40) — 290 M 
A novelty variety whose ruffled florets are an 
odd blend of pink,. orange, red, and chartreuse, the 
whole coming out “any other color.” Overall 
mien of this fetching glad is that of a small type 
glad, and as a matter of fact florets of a goodly 
percentage of spikes measure less than 3% inches.

A good purple — and there are very few small 
purples, good, bad or indifferent. This one has 
added distinction of a large yellow Hp that sets 
it off to advantage.

Ex- 
cessive fertilizing will force florets beyond the 
3% inch limit, but the variety is. essentially and 
typically a small type glad.

Placement not always too good, and sometimes 
crowded, but other virtues overshadow this in- 
frequent tendency.

Five will open, while 4 are 
showing color and 8 are green.

Florets are somewhat smaller, too, not exceeding 3 
inches. Six to 7 will open on well built spikes of 
18 to 20 buds — quite a number for this size glad. 
Statuette is the epitome of daintiness and _ poise. 
Color is light yellow having a heavy stippling of red 
in the throat. Statuette is one of the best of all 
small type glads

SUB DEB (Evans ’39)—200 M 
A dependable old white that still wins ribbons and 
is excellent for arrangements. Florets plain, prim- 
ulinus type; 4 or 5 open on sturdy little spikes.

SULPHUR FRILLS (Kundred ’23) — 206 M 
An old cream that’s on the light yellow side. Has 
rose dashes on mid-ribs of slightly ruffled florets.

TANGELO (Troyer ’47) — 222 L

Arrangement of florets is tight, 3 being open at a 
time on rather short-headed spikes. For this rea- 
son Tantivy is better for arrangements than for 
show. The variety is rare, it being a slow pro- 
pagator.

The greatest of all thrilis in growing glads is the 
waising of seedlings. The element of suspense and the 
chance of originating a fine new seedling that you can 
name and introduce, or have introduced for you by some 
cataloger, is a vision that appeals to every person 
possessed of the slightest vestige of gambling instinct 
in his make-up. 

There is but a handful of catalogers who offer hand 
pollinated seed for sale. The process of pollination 
is not mysterious or complicated, but it does take con- 
‘siderable time, some thought in making “likely” 
matches, and diligence in keeping reliable records. 
‘To insure the buyer of getting seed that is apparently 
viable, each seed must be hand tested individually with 
fingers or forceps before counting it into a packet. So 
few are willing to go to all this trouble to produce seed 
for sale. Most find only enough time to produce seed 
for their own needs. 

The seeds offered in the crosses listed below have 
been made by my associate, Mr. David Hipple, who, un- 
ike myself devotes no time to cut-flower production or 
‘to showing. His entire summer was planned, executed, 
and dedicated to the pollination of glads so- that one of 
the best selections of crosses to be found anywhere 
could be listed in this catalog. He has made use of 
ssome of the newest and most promising varieties as 
well as employing many of the older ones that have 
proved their worth as reliable parents. 

We are again offering several crosses of miniature 
and small type glads, also some combinations of these 
~with Jarger varieties designed to incorporate the vir- 
“tues of both into the possible production of a new strain 
of medium size glads, the size group which is now 
so weak at our shows, 

In many cases only one packet per cross is available, 
and others are considerably limited. Order early to 
avoid disappointment, and always indicate alternate 
choices. 

Remember, conditions of growth being beyond our 
control, no guarantee of germination or ultimate crop is 
made, but with reasonable care you should have grati- 
fving results. and when you eventually get some stock 
«of a good one worked up Summit Gardens would like 
to be given the opportunity to introduce it for you.

Due to the rapidly increasing demand for the smaller 
types of glads I find it necessary to keep reducing my 
plantings of the large ones each year. It is possible that 
in another year or so I shall have to drop the big ones 
entirely. 

This year I have decided to give up planting the 1951 
harvest of virgin seedling bulbs of large crosses that 
were made in 1950. These bulbs run about 60% small, the 
rest medium, except for an occasional No. 2. Given 
the proper spacing and a sufficiently long season the 
majority of even the small ones should produce ap- 
praisable blooms this year. Bear in mind that these 
are virgin bulbs that have never bloomed; they are 
not culls from which the good ones have been seg- 
regated.
